
PILED UP IN RUINS.

Ihe Sonthside Market House About
Destroyed by Fire Last Sight.

A LANDMARK NEARLY WIPED OUT.

For Once There Was Enoush Water for the
Engines, but It IVas

SOT POSSIBLE TO SATE THE BOUNDING

The city is 525,000 poorer than it was yes-

terday. Last night at 10 o'clock the South-sid- e

Market House was nearly destroyed by
fire The flames were discovered by Alma
Hainni, a young lady, who notified Officer

Smith, and an alarm was turned in lrom
station 134. The fire started in a rear room

on the second floor, whcrea natural gas stove
is located, but the exact cause is
unknown. Tho tire pread through the bnild-ju- g

very rapidly, anil when the engines reached
the scene the entire upper part was in flames.
Asf.i5.1ant Chiet Stewart immediately turned in
a second alarm, calling another district to the
rescue. The Arc bnrst through the roof, anil
the scene was aer pretty one, showers of
spirk being sent mall diiections.

1 lie firemen made a bold battle with tho
flames, anil for once it can be said that there
Mas of water, and no trouble was
1 ad o throw streams clear over the building.
The r.ie was a er fierce one. and had to be
fought from the outside, as there was too much
dancer of falling walls and ceilings to Tenture
into the building. It took fully an hour to get
the fUmcs. under control, and not be-

fore the eutire inside of the unper
part of the building was completely
gnt'ed. The lower part, which was
used foi market purposes was mostly dam-
aged bv water.

V hen the lire was first discovered Council-wa.- i

John Benz, of tbe Twentj-i.int- h ward, and
Angu-- t Knel entered the building and man-
aged to save some of the uniforms anil instru-
ments ct the Select Knights Hand, which oc-

cupied aToom in the northeast corner of the
building, on the third floor. The band, how-
ever. loeb about S'HJO. Another room
on the third floor was occupied
by a colored Odd Fellows' lodge, which loses
alout 550, Tbe lower floor contained 60 stalls,
all more or Ies damaged, entailing a loss of
anout JiOPO. One of the stalls was occupied by
Mi Kose Todd for the sale of drygoods, and
she loses about 1.000.

The building cost SGiOOO. It was erected in
the flnsh tunes preceding the panic of 1S72,

and was the means of involving several persons
in financ.al difliculties. owing to the fluctua-
tions intlie prices of materials and labor. Itwas
first used .is a theater.

lluilding Inspector Hoffman, who was at the
fire, estimates the damage at 25,000, and said
there was no insurance on it.
